The  Bird-A-Thon  is  to  bene- 
fit the  Manontet  Bird  Observa- 
tory located  in  southern  Plym- 
outh. One  of  only  three  bird 
observatories  in  North  Ameri- 
ca. it  has  gained  a widely 
respected  reputation  for  its 
research  and  education  pro- 
grams. Each  year, college  stu- 
dents from  across  the  country 
spend  3-6  months  at  the 
observatory,  learning  field 
and  research  techniques. 

MBO's  research  is  especial- 
ly directed  at  studying  birds  as 


indicators  of  environmental 
change.  Studies  underway  or 
recently  completed  include 
seabird  populations  on 
George's  Bank,  prior  to  and 
during  seabed  mineral  devel- 
opment; identification  of  coas- 
tal areas  critical  to  migrating 
shorebirds;  avian  radioecology 
at  the  Pilgrim  I nuclear  power 
station:  nesting  biology  of 
herons  and  ibises  at  Clark's 
Island,  and  banding  approxi- 
mately 12.000  migrating  land 
birds  annually  for  indications 
of  change  in  population  levels.
